At the end of each semester, the 
putgoing president makes a written 
eport.of the things accomplished un- 
der his administration. This report as| 
led‘ in: the Associated Student office 
for the use ofthe following presi- 
dents. The report of Abbott. Mason, 
outgoing president, follows in full: 
“Greatest Enrollment 
This year’s enrollment has been 
he largest, without doubt, in the his- 
ory of the college, 627. students, 
oming from all parts of the United 
States; registered at the opening of 
he fall term. Three days, September 
11,42, and. 18 were given over to 
the welcoming. of new freshmen, at 
which time the courses of study were 
explained: and the new ‘students were 
made familiar with the ways of col- 
lege life. Freshman handbooks,’ or 
“Frosh Bibles”, published by the ‘col- 
lege ¥. M.-C, A> and edited by Ed- 
ward Adams, were handed out in the 
assembly by Robert Williams, ‘‘Y”’ 
president. These books contained in- 
formation about. college © require- 
ments, clubs and organizations, As- 
sociated: Student activities, the con- 
stitution; and anything. of interest to 
incoming ‘freshmen. Bill Reinhardt, 
sophomore president, handed out the 
“Freshie” pins, explaining the tradi- 
tions of. initiation. 
New Organizations 
To fill a vacancy in the social. ac- 
tivities. of ‘an increased enrollment, 
two new campus organizations were 
recognized by the Executive Board. 
La Compagnia de los Gauchos, mean- 
ing. ‘Cowboy Companions”, took its 
place along with the Bachelors and 
Junior Lions as a service club and 
has proved itself worthy of the 
name.

Spanish Traditions 

This year, in order to more: fully 
carry out the Spanish theme which 
was chosen for the college — several 
years ago, but which was not ad- 
hered to as fully as it might have 
been, various changes - were made. 
The name of the yearbook which for 
ten.years had been known as “The 
Algol”, a name chosen when the col- 
lege was small ‘and before Spanish 
traditions were founded, was recent- 
ly changed by popular vote of the 
Associated Students under the super- 
vision of Betty Maloney, yearbook 
editor and commissioner. A contest 
was conducted, and the name, “Del 
Ano”, meaning “Of the Year’, which 
was submitted .by Ray Glesner, won 
over its closest rival, “Ano Vistas”, 
which meant “Year Views’. 

Closely following the changing of 
the name of the annual, Oran Asa, 
editor and commissioner of the paper, 
suggested changing the name of 
“The Don’ to “El Don’, to conform 
with the rapidly forming traditions 
of the college. Because it did not in- 
volve a radical change, Asa was auth- 
orized by the Executive Board to 
make the change. 


John Crowley, editor of the daily, 
was then authorized to change the 
name of “The Don’s Daily’ to “El 
Diario’, which in Spanish means the 
same. 

While we are on the topic of school 
publications, it might be well to men- 
tion the “Tavern Post’’, a magazine 
of student contributions edited by 
the “Tavern Tatlers”’. This magazine 
appeared on the campus December

: Campus Discipline: 

Copied verbatim from a slip hand- 
ed out tobe signed by all students 
registered for the second semester in 
order that no xcuse could be made to 
the effect that offenders were un- 
aware of such a rule, we have here: 
“Last December the question of cam- 
pus discipline was brought before the 
Executive Board. Conditions had be- 
come such that some action in regard 
to smoking and gambling both on and 
about the school grounds was imper- 
itive. The Executive Board, after 
due consideration of the problem, 
felt that it would be more in keeping j 
with college status of our ‘students, 
and much more to their liking, to 
handle the situation themselves than 
to force the faculty to take cor- 
rective measures. They have there- 
fore adopted a rule against smoking, 
playing cards and crap shooting. The 
rule adopted is as follows: 

“All playing of cards, dice, and 
smoking, or “any other: activity that 
would reflect discredit on .our 
school is: prohibited withni the cam- 
pus and’ to the center of the streets 
adjacent to all school property.” 

Battle Song 

Theré thas long been a need for 
an official school battle song to be 
sung. at athletic contests and rallies. 
With this idea in mind, Wayne Flinn 
undertook to stage a song contest 
for which a $5 prize was offered. S. 
J.. Mustol, musie director, has offer-| 
ed to write the music if the words 
are furnished, and since so far but 
few songs have been submitted, 
Flinn decided to reopen the contest 
for two weeks.
